Fahd warns: intervention 
in Gulf can expand to war 


KUWAIT, May 24 1 R) - Crown Prince Fahd of Saudi Arabia 
warned in an interview published today that foreign intervention in 
the Gulf could spark a world war. 

“Our aim is to keep dangers from outside at a distance and to 
protea the region from any foreign intervention which might invite 
foreign counter-intervention," Prince Fahd sold the Kuwaiti news- 
paper Al Rai Al Aara. 

He said if this happened, “the whole region would become a 
battlefield of international conflict, the-fumacc of a war which if ir 
began in the area would definitely and quickly expand into a terrible 
world war." 

Saudi Arabia and other Gulf governments greeted as unwarranted 
interference U.S. promises to protea the region following the Soviet 
military intervention in Afghanistan. 

Asked if Saudi Arabia would cut off oD supplies to the United 
States to force a solution to the Arab-Israeli conflict. Prince Fahd 
said the kingdom always aimed for dialogue with other countries. 

“We want the whole world to recognise our sincere desire to 
establish its security and stability and to protea the oil consuming 
countries from economic disturbances which might rebound on the 
entire world," he said. 

But the crown prince added: “If the international community is 
unable to understand our good intentions, this might force us to use 
all the weapons we are able to employ, in that case we shall sacrifice 
blood, which is more expensive than oil." 

Saudi Arabia, the world's biggest oil exporter, is adamant that any 
solution to the Middle East conflict much include the return of East 
Jerusalem, occupied by Israel in 1967, as well as recognition of 
Palestinian rights. But Israel has consistently rejeaed Arab claims to 
the city, site of Islam's third holiest shrine. 


Dr. Kreisky, who said the visit 
would be “purely informational," 
will be accompanied by Swedish 
opposition leader Olof Palme and 
■Spanish Socialist Party leader 
Felipe Gonzalez. 

An Austrian government 
spokesman said the Socialist 
International, which groups social 
democratic parties from 68 coun- 
tries, believed the time had come 
to seek the views of responsible 
people in Iran. But he said the visit 
was aimed at securing information 
and was not a mediation mission. 

Before leaving Stockholm for 
Vienna tonight, Mr. Palme said 
the three hoped to meet President 
Abol Hassan Bani-Sadr. “It is, 
however, very uncertain as to 
whether we shall meet him and I 
do not want to say what we shall 
talk about.” he told the Swedish 
News Agency. 

Austrian sources said the 
Socialist International believed it 
was important to establish early 
contaa with the newly-elected 
Iranian parliament, which holds 
its first session on Wednesday. 

Mr. Palme said the length of the 
visit to Iran would depend on 
whether they could meet Pres- 
ident Bani-Sadr antihow any poss- 
ible discussions developed, 

Mr. Gonzalez flew to Vienna 
for talks with the Austrian gov- 
ernment leader after telling repor- 
ters in Madrid: “There is no cer- 
tainty yet about what is going to be 
done." 

Before leaving Madrid, Mr. 
Gonzalez, whose' visit to Tehran 
was announced yesterday, said the 
trip might be delayed. 

The purpose of the visit was 
undear, but diplomats said it 
appeared to be an attempt by 
socialist leaders to open up a new 
line of communication between 
left-wing Europeans and neutrals 
with the Iranian authorities. 

Dr. Kreisky. 69, is vice- 
president of the Socialist Inter- 
national. It includes the West 
German, French and Scan- 
dinavian socialists and Britain’s 
Labour Party. 

In an interview with a Vienna 
newspaper. Dr. Kreisky said 


European socialist leaders would 
deal with the Iranians as private 
persons, not on behalf of the 
international organisation. 

Austrian sources said Dr. 
Kreisky appeared to be seeking 
some kind of compromise bet- 
ween the U.S. and Iran, but they 
thought it unlikely he would offer 
himself as an official mediator. 

Meanwhile. United Nations 
envoy Adib Daoudy arrived in 
Tehran today and said he hoped to 
prepare the ground for the return 
of the U.N. commission set up to 
investigate Iran's grievances 
against the deposed Shah and the 
United States. 

Dr. Daoudy, senior foreign 
affairs advisor to Syrian President 
Hafez Al Assad, told reporters he 
wanted to pave the way for the 
return of Ihe five-man U.N. panel 
which left Iran, its task incom- 
plete, in March. He was a member 
of the panel. 

He is tentatively due to meet 
Foreign Minister Sadeq 
Ootbzadeh tomorrow. U.N. offi- 
cials said. 

A foreign ministiy spokesman 
said Mr. Ootbzadeh would see Dr. 


Daoudy and give him every' assis- 
tance in completing the com- 
mission's long-delayed report 
which is on the alleged crimes of 
the deposed Shah. 

The spokesman also said the 
foreign ministry would make no 
comment on today's con- 
demnation of Iran by the World 
Court for its continued holding of 
53 .American hostages until Iran 
was officially notified of the 
court's findings. 

The court’s ruling could only be 
implemented with the authority of 
the U.N. Security Council, where 
the Soviet Union used its veto in 
January to block economic sanc- 
tions against Iran over the hostage 
crisis. 

Sources close to Mr. Ootbzadeh 
said he wanted the U.N. com- 
mission to publish its report and 
believed it would help ease the 
tension between Iran and the 
United States. 

But Mr. Qothzadeh did not 
want the panel to mediate in the 
hostage conflict and stressed that 
the Iranian parliament, which will 
be officially inaugurated tomor- 
row, would deride the hostages’s 


fate, the sources said. 

The commission left Iran after 
failing to visit the embassy hos- 
tages and U.N. Secretary General 
Kurt Waldheim said at the time 
their report would not be issued 
■ until they had completed that part 
of their mission. 

Iranian officials also reacted 
unenthusiastically to reports from 
Madrid and Vienna of the medi- 
ation bid by the European socialist 
leaders. 

Commenting on the reports that 
Mr. Gonzalez. Dr. Kreisky and 
Mr. Palme were planning talks on 
the crisis and possible visits to 
Tehran, a foreign ministry official 
told the state radio: “This is purely 
an expression of their personal 
views." 

"There has been no change in 
Iran's position regarding a sol- 
ution to the crisis. The derision 
rests with parliament'*, he added. 

Informed sources said Iran 
would not welcome the mediation 
move but would appreciate a 
socialist pledge to help safeguard 
Iranian independence and neutr- 
ality. 


World court rules on hostages 


Latest Israeli political crisis 

Weizman warns: austerity 
undermines military might 


TEL AVIV, May 24 <AP) - 
Defence Minister Ezer Weizman 
says government austerity plans 
undermine Israel's military 
strength, and has threatened to 
quit If his budget is cut. 

The latest political crisis comes 
to a head at Sunday's cabinet 
meeting, when the ministers are to 
decide on new anti-inflation 
measures. Even if Mr. Weizman 
stays on - he has threatened more 
than half a dozen times to resign — 
jtbe scars of the vituperative dis- 
pute will remain on the fractious 
cabinet, making derisions on cru- 
cial issues like Palestinian aut- 
onomy and West Bank policies 
that much more difficult. 

. At issue, say defence ministiy 
officials, is IsraePs ability to face 
Arab armies if war should break 
Out. With this year's deficit of 
about $4 billion, “we have to face 
the threat,” the ministry’s 
director-general Yosef Maayan 
said hi a radio interview. “In some 
areas, we have already crossed the 
red lie.” 

The military has cut back in 
reserve call-ups, ammunition and 
fuel for exercises, and develop- 
ment plans to stay within the 
budget, . Mr. Maayan said. The 
chief of staff luB even ordered sol- 
diers to collea empty shell cases 
after shooting, for refining. 

Nonetheless, Finance Minister 
Yigal Hurvitz, in his search for 
areas to cut government spending, 
has cast his eyes on the hefty 
.defence outlay, about a third of 
. the total national budget Spurted 


by April's staggering 10.2 percent 
. lead in the cost of living index, Mr, 
Hurvitz declared a freeze in all 
new govern mem contracts until 
the cabinet decided on new cuts. 

Mr. Weizman defiantly 
declared to Israeli reporters that if 
his budget was touched, “1 cannot 
be responsible for Israel's 
defence,” and proceeded to 
approve new development con- 
tracts worth 350 million Israeli 
-pounds (about $8.75 million at 
current exchange rates). His 
action, seen as open revolt against 
a cabinet-backed decision, set off 
a blast of new calls for resignation. 

At a meeting of Mr. Weizman' s 
Herat Party on Thursday, speaker 
after speaker rose to deliver bristl- 
ing attacks on the defence minis- 
ter. Even Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin did not defend 
his number rwo n>3n, but only 
asked the attacks be tempered 
since Mr. Weizman himself was 
not at the meeting. 

Mr. Weizman’s opponents were 
not the only ones urging him to 
resign. Israeli newspapers 
reported that many of the minis- 
ter’s supporters and aides feel it is 
time for him to pack up. Mr. 
Weizman is a leading moderate 
who has voted against Jewish set- 
tlements in the occupied West 
Bank and supported concessions 
in negotiations with Egypt But he 
has found himself increasingly iso- 
lated in Mr. Begins hawkish 
cabinet 

• Public opinion polls show Mr. 


Weizman as the most popular 
minister in an unpopular gov- 
emraent, so many politicians see 
him as an asset. But his union with 
the right-wing cabinet has been 
rocky in the best of times. 

He set off a storm last month by 
declaring he favoured an advance 
of national elections scheduled in 
another year and a half. His sharp 
Longue and short temper have 
angered many of his cabinet col- 
leagues, not least of all Mr. Begin 
himself. When the prime minister 
was seriously ill after a bean 
attack early in his term, news 
reports said' - Mr. Weizman once 
angrily referred to him among 
friends as “the deceased.” 


THE HAGUE. May 24 (R)-The 
World Court today upheld U.S. 
claims that I ran had flagrantly vio- 
lated international law by sup- 
porting the seizure by militants of 
the American embassy in Tehran. 

The court also ordered Tehran 
to pay financial damages although 
the amount would be Fixed later as 
Iran's violations were continuing 
and the harm they caused could 
not yet be assessed. 

The court, which has no 
enforcement powers of its own but 
is the principal legal body of the 
United Nations, sharply criticised 
last month’s American attempt to 
rescue hostages held in Iran. This 
action also brought a stern rebuke 
from the Soviet member of the 
bench. 

American sources here said the 
order to pay compensation was 
important for the continued freez- 
ing of Iranian assets held by U.S. - 
banks and their foreign sub- 
sidiaries. These assets are being 
held against possible reparation 
payments to the hostages and their 
families. 

Soviet Judge Platon Morozov 
was one of two members of the 
bench to vote against con- 
demnation of Iran. He said in a 
separate opi .ion that the U.S. 
itself had been guilty of grave 
breaches of international law and 
the U.N. Charter in attempting to 
rescue the ho«tages by force. 

The presiding judge Sir Hum- 
phrey WaJdock of Britaif took 
2- j /4 hours to read out the court’s 
decision and said Iran's actions 
"cannot fail to undermine the 
edifice of Jaw carefully con- 
structed by mankind over a period 
of centuries." 

Sir Humphrey said the judges 
voted 13-2 in favour of con- 
demning Iran for multiple, repe- 
ated violations of bilateral and 
multinational treaties on dip- 
lomatic and consular relations. 
They split 12-3 in demanding that 
Tehran pay compensation. 


Iran boycotted the proceedings, 
contending that the hostages' 
affair could not be treated sepa- 
rately from what it called a 
quarter-century of U.S. meddling 
in Iran's domestic affairs. 

The U.S. representative ia 
court, deputy State Department 
legal adviser Stephen M. 
Schwebel, described the judgment 
as a first-class decision. 

The J5 judges unanimously 
reiterated their interim order to 
Iran last December to free the 
hostages immediately and allow 


case against Iran. 

“We call upon the government 
of Iran to comply with the court's 
judgment tc fulfil Iran's solemn 
undertakings pursuant to the 
United Nations, Charter so that it 
may then be free to pursue its 
international interests as a law- 
abiding member of the inter- 
national community entitled lo 
the respect and cooperation of 
other nations.” 

Sir Humphrey stressed the 
court's concern at the rescue 
operation which ended with the

Nerturing the gains 


JORDAN’S celebration of Independence and Army Day is 
an annual occasion for pausing to give thanks for the fruits 
of this country's achievement of independence and to 
rededicate ourselves to its preservation. 

This year, as never before in recent history, the occa- 
sion is especially significant, as the entire Middle East 
region of which we are a part is confronted with new threats 
to the independence and security of its component nations 
and resources. At the same time, in the occupied West 
Bank of Jordan, the Palestinian people are escalating their 
resistance to designs hatched outside the region to deprive 
them perpetually of their right to independence in a state of 
their own. 

Jordan's gains since independence, in political and 
social development, in economic progress and in the 
enhancement of national security, have bestowed on this 
land a stability and prosperity that is the envy of our 
neighbours. One of the hallmarks of our current national 
development is the increasing self-sufficiency which is 
being realised in so many areas of national life. 

Yet, as a small country with few natural resources, we 
cannot claim to be totally independent in all spheres of 
economic development; indeed, with 70,000 skilled Jor- 
danian nationals working abroad, mostly in the oil- 
producing Arab states, we have to some extent recently 
been making a great contribution to the economic 
development of those countries, sometimes at our own 
expense — in terms of manpower resources. Likewise, we 
as much as any *ther country must hasten the search for 
indigenous energy resources to free ourselves once and for 
all from the onerous burden of expensive imported oil. 
Fortunately, there are positive signs, both of the possible 
existence of some oil deposits and of the prospects for shale 
oil or oil sand recovery. 

Apart from speeding the total “Jordanisation” of 
economic development activities — which requires, first 
and foremost, the mobilisation of our manpower and 
womanpower resources -- Jordan must contend with the 
ever-present threat posed by the Israeli occupation and 
aggression against the Arab homeland. 

The wise and tireless leadership of His Majesty King 
Hussein, the constant vigilance of the Jordanian armed 
forces and the steadfastness of the entire Jordanian and 
Palestinian peoples have made it possible for us to assume 
our unequal share of this fateful responsibility. 

Today, as threats to the sovereignty and security of all 
the smaller nations of the world, particularly of the Middle 
East, multiply, we are being actively assisted in maintaining 
.our steadfastness by the solidarity of the Arab and Islamic 
peoples. But, at the same time, we must be ever more aware 
that the struggle is ultimately our own and no one else’s. 
The gains of independence, once won, must be constantly 
protected and nurtured and enhanced. That is what Jordan 
is so single-mindedly engaged in today. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


AL RAM: With unspeakable arrogance, displaying his disdain for 
the United Nations and his determination to continue uprooting 
the Palestinian people from their land. Israeli Premier Menachera 
Begin has rejected the call from U.N. Secretary General Kurt 
WaJdheim to heed the voice of the Security Council and let the 
mayors of Hebron and Halhoul and Hebron's chief qadi return to 
their homeland. 

We wonder about the U.S. attitude towards this affront^ espe- 
cially seeing that it spares no effort in reminding allies and the rest 
of the world of the significance and necessity of respecting the will 
of the international community concerning the Iranian hostage 
crisis and the Afghanistan problem. 

Such repect is a prerequisite for stability and peace: and the 
U.S. government should remember that it is also committed to 
obey international law in all issues, including those of the Middle 
East crisis and Jerusalem, and to respect the Security Council ■ 
resolution calling for the return of the three who were expelled 
from their homeland. This means that respect for the world’s will 
is indivisible: it cannor be applied in certain cases and neglected in 
others. 

Will America repeat its previous mistakes, and overlook the 
Israeli defiance of the latest resolution? 

AL DUSTOUR: The unannounced decision of President Sadat's 
government to freeze the local autonomy negotiations until after 
the American presidential elections in November is a desperate 
attempt to cover up their failure— which is the beginning of the 
end of his submissive . flirtation with Israel. 

Israel is going ahead with its settlement plans, which ignore the 
rights of the Palestinian people and are antagonistic to, the Arab 
Nation. It has no regard for any dates set by President' Sadat. 

The election of a new American president— or President Car- 
ter’s re-election— will not change the Israeli attitude. Mr. Carter's 
failure to put pressure on Israel, and his known position with 
regard to the Palestinian causes'll not change, 'while the other 
two presidential candidates, Mr. Ronald Remgan and Sen. 
Edward Kennedy, express more extreme positions than President 
Carter with regard to support for Israel and its expansionist pol- 
icy. 

The postponement of the negotiations will leave a dangerous 
political vacuum in the region, because it will hinder any inter- 
national effort, such as the European one. It will also threaten the 
Arab region with a severe explosion that many have far-reaching 
effects. 

The Egyptian prime minister has admitted the impossibility of 
solving the basic issues— according to Egypt's and Israel's under- 
standing of local autonomy-and. in the light of these facts, who 
knows wbether it will be of any help to wait until the end of the. 
American elections?

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Economic News Briefs 


N. Sea oil prices expected to increase 

OSLO, May 23 ( AP) — The price of North Sea oil is expected to , 
increase to about $40 a barrel during this summer and may reach 
$50 a barrel by the end of 1 980, compared with the present price 
of $37.25, the Oslo newspaper Aftenposten reported yesterday. 

Citing “petroleum industry experts" without naming them, 
the independent newspaper said the price of North Sea oil will 
continue to increase as long as the price of North African oil is 
raised. The steadily increasing oil prices, as well as the gas 
revenues, are now expected this year to bring a surplus to the 
Norwegian balance of payments for the first time. 

The imde balance is expected to show a surplus of more than 
$1.4 billion in 1980, according to the revised national budget put 
forward by the government. Only last autumn the government 
projected a deficit in the 1980 trade balance, and the new estimate 
means an increase of almost $2 billion compared with previous 
calculations. 


Venezuela seeks aid to finance oil imports 


CARA BALLED A, Venezuela, May 24 (R) - Venezuela seeks 
help from Mexico to finance a programme designed to ease the 
burden of petroleum imports among Fellow Central American and 
Caribbean states. Venezuelan President Luis Herrera Cam pins 
said yesterday. He told a ministerial conference on Latin Ameri- 
can economic affairs that Venezuela already operated a special 
policy for the area. 

Importers paid Venezuela in cash for part of their oil. The 
remainder was obtained on Venezuelan loans so that they could 
generate cash for use in developing domestic energy resources. 


The president said the five year loans were at an annual interest 
rate of four per cent, but might be turned into 40-year loans at two 

**' The programme cost Venezuela $140 to $160 million a year. 
Hence, its approach to the area’s other major oil exporter, Mex- 
ico, for help in sharing the cost. 

Hong Kong to merge stock exchanges 

HONG KONG. Mav 24 1 R) - Hong Kong's four stock exchanges 
will be merged soon’into a single exchange, the commissioner for 
securities Mr. Uisdein Mclnnes announced today. He said a new 
company called the Stock Exchange of Hong Kong would be set 
up and ultimately become the only company legally entitled to 
undertake stock exchange business in Hong Kong. 

Members of the existing exchanges would be eligible to apply 
for partly -pa id shares in the new company entitling them to mem- 
bership of the new exchange, he said. 

Negotiations on premises for the exchange were expected to be 
concluded within six months, be said. 


UAE raises gas prices to $ 5.74 

Aby Dhabi. May 24 ( R)--The United Arab Emirates ^UAE) has 
raised the price of its liquefied petroleum gas by 35 cents to $5.75 
per million British thermal units. Oil Minister Mana Said Al 
Oteiba said today. 

Dr. Oteiba told the official Emirates News Agency that the 
increase was backdated to May 1 and followed an increase in the 
UAE’s crude oil price of $2 barrel announced earlier this week. A 
barrel of UAE crude oil now costs $31.65. 


Oman may join oil price 


BAHRAIN, May 24 (R) - Oman 
is considering following its Gulf 
neighbours in raising the price of 
its crude oil by S2 a barrel, the 
Gulf News Agency reported 
today. 

The increase would preserve 
the differential average between 
the Omani and other Gulf crude.

As many as 10 men were 
thrust behind the hall to frustrate the probing runs of Leighton 
James and Mickey T homas. 

■ The Irish relied largely on breakaways, with skipper Sammy 
McHroy’s pjee causing sporadic problems to Wales’ three-man 
defence. Welsh pressure was emphasised by a stream of corners 
but the Irish survived to end their centenary season with a cham- 
pagne celebration. 

Vilas advances to Italy's tennis finals 

ROME, May 24 ( AP) — Top-seeded Guillermo Vilas of Argen- 
tina overpowered Eliot Teltscher of the United States b--l. h-1 
today to gain the finals of the S2MO.U(i0 Italian men’s open tennis 
championship. 

Teltscher. extended to three sets only two hours earlier in u 
quarterfinal mutch, played crisp, intelligent tennis hut was no 
match for Vilas. 

Earlier Vilas crushed Raul Ramirez of Mexico 6-2. 6-4 to 
reach the semifinals. Teltscher. who was the la.sf American to lv 
eliminated front the tournament, hud upset sixth-seeded Kan 
Lendl of Czechoslovakia in a hard-fought 6-5, 4-6. b-4 match. 

The other semifinal paired Tomas Sntid ol Czechoslovakia 
against Yannick Noah of France. Smid eliminated Spanish vet- 
eran Manuel Orantes, 6-3, 5-7. 7-5. while the African born Noah 
breezed past Italy's Corrado Buru/TuUi. 6-4. h-2. in a sloppy 
centrecuun match marked by ten service breaks. 

Vilas, ranked fourth in the world and showing the form of his 
great year 1977, has yet to be tested in the Rome tournament. 
Through the quarterfinals, no player has taken him to three sets. 
Using a combination of power and finesse, he needed just over an 
hour to defeat the Mexican veteran. 


In contrast, the 2 1 -year-old Teltscher of California, struggled 
against Lendl, considered a lop clay -court player. They played 
evenly for two sets but Lendl appeared to gain control when he 
broke service in the third game ol (he final sd. 

However the American stayed io the match with consistent 
play and some line drop shots, which caught the tall Czech off 
balance. T elKcher lin.iih broke back in the eighth game and went 
on to win 6-4.

Russia beats France 1-0 in soccer 

MOSCOW. May 24 (R» — A headed goal In the S4ib minute by 
midfield pluver Fedor Cherenkov sunk France’s hopes of col- 
lecting the first international soccer victory on Soviet soil last 
night. The goal, irom a well -flighted cross tmm the left wing by 
Sergei Chav to. gave the Soviet L’nicn a 1-0 win over the Fren- 
chmen and their third consecutive international victory. 

Cherenkov’s goal crowned an excellent display by the 21- 
ycar-old. who was ihe outstanding player in a lacklustre So'tel 
side. 

For a long rime the last running of France's Zirnuko and the 
prompting of Platini in midfield seemed likely to give France 
victory. Experienced Soviet sweeper Khidvatulin looked uncer- 
tain against the industrious Xim.iko and the much-capped 
Bcsonov made little impression in midfield where he was out- 
shone hy Platini. 

France did not make the most of their chances. After weaving 
past four delenders Zim~ko shot into the arms of Soviet goal- 
keeper Dasayev and pM before hall time he crossed irom the 
left-w ing to l.acombe who, under pressure, shoi over the bar from 
three metres. 

Meanwhile, the Soviet judo federation has withdrawn in invi- 
tation lor a West German youth leant to lake pan in a contest in 
Baku, the National Judo Federation said here yesterday. West 
German judo sources said the cancellation was an apparent reac- 
tion to West Germany's decision to boycott ihe Olympic Games in 
Moscow. 

The West German judo federation said ii received a telegram 
saying simply that the Soviet organisation found itself unable to 
receive the West Germans at the M.iv 27-June 2 contest.

China’s top defence 
official in U.S. today 


WASHINGTON, May 24 (R) -

Giscard rejects criticism 
of meeting with Brezhnev 


PARIS. May 24 ( R) - French 
President Valery Giscard d’Esta- 
ing said last night his meeting with 
Soviet leader Leonid Brezhnev in 
Poland last Monday had in no way 
shattered Western solidarity. 

Mr. Giscard d'Estaing. speak- 
ing in a television interview . said 
there was a tendency by the two 
superpowers to consider that they 
had a monopoly on inicmationai 
relations. 

The French leader's statement 
seemed aimed at countering 
charges that the summit meeting 
had played into Soviet hands and 
thrown the Western alliance into 
disarray. 

“The major powers have a ten- 
dency to consider that they have a 
monopoly on international rela- 
tions. A few days before 1 met Mr. 
Brezhnev, the new American sec- 
retary of state (Edmund Muskie) 
met with Mr. (Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei) Gromyko. 
Everyone said such a meeting was 
perfectly natural,” Mr. Giscard 
d'Esratng said. 

• “But now there is a feeling of 
irritation because the leader of an 
independent state meets with Mr. 
Brezhnev. Why is this?” he asked. 

“What is unacceptable is to 
believe that France does not have 
the right or the possibility to have 
its own independent policy with- 
out being accused of stuttering 
Western solidarity. , . 

“I would like to know where 
and how Western solidarity wai 
shattered by this trip. Was any 
decision taken or action started 
that modified or shattered West- 
ern solidarity? None was...,” the 


French leader said. 

“The day when there will no 
longer be an independent French 
policy, then there will no longer be 
a history of France. One will then 
have to close the book (of French 
history ) and I will not be the one to 
close it.” he added. 

Defending himself against 
accusations that the summit pro- 
duced no results, the French pres- 
ident said: "Those who criticise do 
not understand the reasons for rhe 
meeting... that the aim was to hold 
conversations to exchange points 
of view, not to negotiate towards a 
specific result.

It also made clear that despite 
the relative backwardness of 
China's military technology. Mr. 
Geng was not coming hat-in-hand 
to Washington. 

An advance party headed by 
Mr. Liu Huaqing. vice-chief of the 
general staff, has been in the 
United States for more than two 
weeks, preparing for the visit and 
visiting plants producing high- 
technology items of interest to 
China. 


W. Europe faces beetle invasion 


WEST BERLIN, May 24 (R) - 
Western Europe faces invasion 
from the East — by a microscopic 
beetle that threatens asthma and 
hay fever' sufferers, according to 
scientists here. 

The threat comes from the lar- 
vqe of the beetle, whose Latin 
name is Trogodenna Angiisturn. 
Originally a dweller in semi-desert 
areas, the beetle, only two mil- 
limetres long when full grown, 
enters houses through heating or 
air conditioning systems or even in 
food, scientists at West Berlin's 
Free University said. 

But the invasion is slow. The 
beetle reached Stettin in East 
Prussia (now Szczecin in Poland) 
before the Second World War and 


has only recently penetrated West 
Germany where it has been sighted 
in Hamburg. 

But in West Berlin, deep inside 
East Germany, every second 
household has its quota of the fly- 
ing insects which now rank behind 
only dust and mites as the greatest 
cause of respiratory allergies in 
humans, the scientists said. 

The beetles eat every kind of 
human food as well as wallpaper 
paste and dead flies. 

Research werkers at the uni- 
versity are coordinating their hunt 
for a counteragent to the allergy 
with scientists of the West Ger- 
man Land and Forestry Bureau 
and Utrecht University Hospital 
in the Netherlands.

Some sports, however, will be 
worse hit in Moscow than appears 
from the tally of countries attend- 
ing.

The decision today by Japan's 
Olympic committee to join the 
boycott was a major piece of 
last-minute good news for Mr. 
Carter. 

The committee voted 29 to 13 
at an emergency session to follow 
the advice of the government and 
the Japan amateur sports associ- 
ation and not go to Moscow. 

About 17 other Asian nations 
have joined the boycott, including 
China. Chinese athletes would 
have been competing in the Oly- 
mpics for the first time since 1 952. 

Many countries were expected 
to follow West Germany's lead 
when its Olympic chiefs finally 
came out for the boycott on May 
15 after much agonising. But this 
seems not to have happened. 

It did nothing to sway British 
athletes, and France continued to 
refuse to interfere with its sports- 
mens’s decision to go. 

The show of independence by 
athletes clearly embarrassed sev- 
eral governments, including that 
of British Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher, just as the inde- 
pendent line of countries such as 
France embarrassed the Carter 
administration. 

White House spokesman Jody 
Powell said yesterday Americans 
found it hard to understand why- 
athletes from democratic coun- 
triesweregoing to Moscow "while 
the Russians are. out shof'.ig 
schoolgirls in the stivers of 
Kabul." 

State Department spokesman 
Hodding Carter said the boycott 
had been "in any terms an extra- 
ordinary success." 

A commentary by Natalia 
Zinovyeva carried by the Soviet 
news agency TASS said spokes- 
man Carter “is obviously engaged 
in wishful thinking."

U.S. Congress ready to 
consider final approval of 
balanced federal budget 


WASHINGTON. May 24 ( R> - 
The United States Congress is 
ready to consider final approval of 
a balanced government budget 
which is both an election year 
political document and a blueprint 
for spending in the 198Us. 

The laired States could have 
the first budget in balance or in 
surplus since 1969. when receipts 
exceeded spending by S3. 2 billion. 
However, passage of the budget 
bill is far from certain. 

The current plan for the 1981 
financial year beginning Oct. 1 
would expend Sol 3.3 billion and 
leave a $500 million surplus, very 
different from the one President 
Carter proposed in January calling 
for SI 5.8 billion in deficit spend- 
ing. 

The budget was shaped last 
week by negotiators from the 
House of Representatives and 
Senate, working on different ver- 
sions of a bill passed earlier by the 
two chambers. 

The budget provides defence 
spending increases of $18 billion 
beyond current spending, partly in 
response to the Soviet move into 
Afghanistan and the turmoil and 
uncertainty in Iran and the Gulf. 

To make room for both defence 
increases and a balanced budget, 
many social programmes that date 
from President Lyndon Johnson's 
"great society” legislation of the 
1960s have been cut back.

WASHINGTON. May 24 (R) - 
Almost six sears after President 
Richard Nixon was forced from 
office in disgrace, the tapes of 
White House conversations which 
helped to break the Watergate 
scandal are to be opened to the 
public. 

The National Archives and 
Records Service, which received 
copies of the 3 1 tape recordings in 
1978 from the U.S. district court 
in Washington, said the public can 
listen to the tapes without charge 
from next Wednesday. 

Thirty of the recordings of con- 
versations between President 
Nixon and top aides in his Repub- 
lican administration were played 
at the Watergate cover-up trial. 

In that case, former attorney 
general John Mitchell and Nixon 
aides John Ehrlichman and H.R. 
(Bob) Haldeman were jailed for 
covering up the June 1972 break- 
in at Democratic Party head- 
quarters in the Watergate office 
complex. 

Mr. Nixon was named as a co- 
conspirator in the Watergate 
cover-up trial but was never tried 
because he was pardoned in Sep- 
tember 1 974. a month after he res- 
igned, by President Gerald Ford. 

Under the listening plan 
announced by the National Arc- 
hives. anyone wanting to hear the 
tape recordings has to get a ticket 
for the twice-daily sessions. 

The tapes will be played in the 
order in which they were heard in 
court. The total playing time will 
span 12.5 hours. 

The National Archives said it 
had not received any protests to 
airing of the tapes. It said on April 
21 that it intended to play the 
tapes unless there were any pro- 
tests within the next 30 davs. 
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
